Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The delay in the passage of the FY2004 budget to well into the first quarter of the current 
fiscal year, has provided us the opportunity to refine our Estimates of Revenues and 
Available Resources for Fiscal Year 2004, including revised estimates of the financial 
condition of the several funds of Cook County at the close of Fiscal Year 2003. 

Specifically, we are decreasing the FY2004 revenue estimates, originally presented on 
November 8, 2003, by $5,488,411 as follows: 

Cigarette Tax - increasing the revenue estimate $32,375,000 to $69,375,000 to reflect the 
proposed increase in cigarette taxes from 18 cents per pack to $1.00 per pack. (Sec page 
51 of the Revenue Estimate book). 

Treasurer Indemnity Fund Escheatment - increasing the revenue estimate $6,000,000 to 
$48,575,000 to reflect a change in estimate by the Treasurer. (See page 54 of the Revenue 
Estimate book). 

Unknown Heirs Legal Settlement - increasing the revenue estimate $14,136,589 to reflect 
the use of these one-time revenues to close the budget deficit. (See page 58 of the 
Revenue Estimate book). 

Personal Property Lease Transaction Tax - decreasing the revenue estimate $47,000,000 
to $0, reflecting the withdrawal of this proposed tax. (See page 51 of the Revenue 
Estimate book). 

County Sales Tax - decreasing the revenue estimate $11,000,000 to $273,000,000 
reflecting the withdrawal of the proposed 0.25% tax increase to 1.0%. The tax on general 
merchandise will presently remain at 3/%. (See page 68 of the Revenue Estimate book). 

With passage of the final budget and closing of our books for FY2003, we will report to 
this Honorable Body, the revised and final figures.

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Commissioner Quigley asked Barbara Bruno, Director of Revenue, for an estimate of the current revenue 
being generated by cigarette tax. 

Ms. Bruno responded that currently the tax is 18 cents per pack; it is estimated that this tax will generate 
$37 million in 2004. 

Commissioner Quigley asked for a figure for 2003. 

Ms. Bruno responded that approximately $39 million was generated that year. 

Commissioner Quigley asked Ms. Bruno to characterize the cigarette revenue trend over the past five 
years. 

Ms. Bruno responded that revenue appears to have decreased at the rate of 7% per year. 

Commissioner Quigley asked Ms. Bruno for a reason for this decline. 

Ms. Bruno responded that she could not pinpoint causation; there are no available studies. 

Commissioner Quigley asked Ms. Bruno to estimate how much revenue will be generated by the 
proposed tax increase. 

Ms. Bruno responded that with an effective date of April 1, $32.3 million would be generated, and with 
an effective date of March 1, $37 million would be generated. This would bring the total tax revenue to 
$69 million and $74 million respectively. 

Commissioner Quigley asked Ms. Bruno for the basis of her estimates. 

Ms. Bruno noted the following: the University of Illinois study; the experience of New York City, which 
increased its tax from 8 cents to $1.50 in 2002; the experience of Illinois, which raised its tax from 48 
cents to 98 cents; Wisconsin’s increase; and Cook County’s 1997 increase which raised its tax from 10 
cents to 18 cents (an 80% increase). Ms. Bruno also noted that another factor considered was whether 
Illinois might raise its tax on July 1st. 

Commissioner Quigley asked by what percentage sales would decrease as a result of Cook County’s 
proposed tax increase. 

Ms. Bruno replied that sales would decrease by 59 percent. She noted that New York City’s revenue 
dropped 50 percent as a result of a dollar increase in tax; revenue increased from $158 million to $273 
million. Ms. Bruno noted that approximately 46 percent of this revenue was apportioned to the state of 
New York. 

Commissioner Quigley inquired of Tom Glazer, Chief Financial Officer, whether the budget shortfall 
would compute to approximately $26 million if the lease tax and sales tax were not passed and the 
cigarette tax were passed. 

Mr. Glazer responded in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Goslin asked Ms. Bruno whether initial projections for cigarette tax revenue were in the 
$40 million range. 
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Ms. Bruno noted that there have been approximately 50 revisions of the tax revenue projection. 

Commissioner Maldonado noted that the difference is accounted for by the different proposed inception 
dates of the tax. 

Commissioner Goslin asked Ms. Bruno’s opinion on the idea that sin tax item consumption historically is 
affected by too numerous and disparate variables to be a reliable revenue source. 

Ms. Bruno stated that there is a projected 7-10 percent decrease per year in cigarette consumption. This 
decrease takes into account all the disparate factors. 

Commissioner Goslin inquired whether the curve is going down. 

Ms. Bruno replied in the affirmative. Regarding other states, she noted that the large cigarette tax 
increases are so new that there has not been an opportunity to significantly chart consumption trends. 

Commissioner Goslin inquired whether the 7-10 percent yearly decline is due to health concern and 
economics. 

Ms. Bruno replied in the affirmative, adding that people have become more sophisticated in their 
purchasing, utilizing the computer. She noted that everyone in the county is within 30 minutes of another 
county where they can purchase cigarettes with lower taxes. 

Chairman Daley clarified that the $46 million dollar figure discussed earlier correlates to a January 1st 
start date for the cigarette tax increase. 

Ms. Bruno responded that a January 1st start date for the cigarette tax would yield $42.6 million for 2004. 

Commissioner Sims asked Ms. Bruno whether additional auditors would be hired were the increased tax 
to go into effect, and whether these additional auditors are necessary to the fulfillment of revenue 
projection. 

Ms. Bruno replied in the affirmative, noting that auditors would be sent to stores the day the tax increase 
takes effect to inventory cigarettes. 

Commissioner Steele asked whether Ms. Bruno’s department would have the necessary number of 
auditors to collect the cigarette taxes under the proposed tax increase. 

Ms. Bruno responded in the affirmative. 

Mr. Glazer stated that Ms. Bruno’s department would work with staff from the Comptroller’s Office, the 
County Auditor’s Office, the Budget Department and the Revenue Department to do sufficient auditing in 
the days after the cigarette tax passed in order to maximize revenue collection. 

Ms. Bruno noted that this was the arrangement for collection of the 1997 cigarette tax increase collection. 

Commissioner Steele asked how this personnel loan would impact the loaning departments and offices. 

Mr. Glazer noted that the loan would be for only a week duration and that therefore the impact would not 
be significant. 
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Commissioner Steele asked the hiring status regarding the open auditing positions the Revenue 
Department. 

Mr. Glazer stated that it is his expectation that these positions will be filled. 

Ms. Bruno noted that many top auditors were lost to early retirement. 

President Stroger clarified that there has been a hiring freeze. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked whether, despite the projected 7% per year decrease in consumption of 
cigarettes, a revenue increase of approximately $33 million would still be realized as a result of the 
proposed increased tax with a start date of April 1st. 

Ms. Bruno replied in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Collins asked whether Ms. Bruno had examined how New York City’s increased cigarette 
tax impacted the revenue of sales tax from collateral items that were purchased across the city line. 

Ms. Bruno replied she would inquire whether New York City had conducted any relevant study. 

Commissioner Collins emphasized that other sales tax revenue would be negatively impacted were the 
cigarette tax increase passed. 

Ms. Bruno replied that in 1997 when diesel fuel tax was raised, an analogous assertion was made that 
cigarette sales and therefore cigarette sales tax revenue would go down as purchasers crossed the border, 
but, in actuality, no negative impact was found. 

Commissioner Hansen responded that as a result of the 1997 diesel fuel tax increase, a number of south 
suburban truck stops closed, and, as a result, sales tax revenue was affected. 

Commissioner Sims replied that, to her knowledge, the one truck stop that closed had been scheduled for 
closing, and it was coincidental to the diesel fuel tax increase. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that there was public testimony to the contrary. 

Commissioner Claypool stated that, if the proposed sales tax increase were levied, the decline in sales of 
cigarettes would negatively impact city and state revenue. Further, if these governmental bodies were to 
raise cigarette taxes to counteract declining sales, county sales of cigarettes would decline further. He 
further stated that the proposed tax increase would eliminate entry-level jobs. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that he knows of no statistics that correlate cigarette sales to health benefits 
to the community. He asserted that increasing the value of cigarettes by increasing their tax would 
stimulate both the black market and turf war, and would induce related crimes. 

Commissioner Suffredin introduced the following amendment, which would funnel revenue from the 
proposed cigarette tax increase into a fund which would address heart and lung disease in the community. 
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AMENDMENT TO PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF 
RETAIL SALE OF CIGARETTE TAX ORDINANCE 

Sponsored by Commissioner Larry Suffredin 

WHEREAS, On December 16, 2003, Commissioner Roberto Maldonado introduced an 
amendment to amend the Cook County Retail Sale of Cigarettes Tax Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, revenues associated with such tax beginning with the 2004 collections shall be used 
to protect the health and welfare of the citizens of Cook County by expanding health programs which 
specifically address tobacco-related illnesses; 

NOW, THEREFORE, Be It Ordained by Board of Commissioners Of The County of Cook, 
Illinois, As Follows: 

The Ordinances and Resolutions of Cook County, Chapter 13, entitled Fiscal Matters and Taxes, 
is hereby amended to add the following section: 

Section 3. _ Tax Distribution Fund 

<al Such sum as was collected from the Retail Sale of Cigarette Tax Ordinance in Fiscal 
Year 2003 shall be transferred to the general fund of the County of Cook. 

(bl Beginning in Fiscal Year 2004, all proceeds from the Retail Sale of Cigarette Tax 
Ordinance shall he deposited in a “Tobacco-Healthcare Distribution Fund'' created in the treasury of Cook 
County. 


(cl All amounts collected, beginning in Fiscal Year 2004. shall be used by the Cook 
County Bureau of Health for expansion of existing programs or the development of new health programs 
which specifically address tobacco-related illnesses, which shall include but shall not he limited to. 
cessation of smoking classes, educational programs aimed at stopping smoking and the direct treatment of 
diseases such as sarcoidosis, emphysema, asthma, chronic bronchitis, lung cancer, cystic fibrosis, 
pneumonia, pulmonary hypertension, tuberculosis and any other disease related to the lung and heart. 

Section 4. _ Effective Date. This Amendment shall become effective upon its passage. 

Chairman Daley called a brief recess to review the newly introduced amendment.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE 
RETAIL SALE OF CIGARETTES TAX ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article VII, Section 
6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to its home rule powers, the Cook County Board of Commissioners adopted an 
Ordinance to provide for a tax on the retail sale of cigarettes (“Retail Sale of Cigarettes Tax Ordinance”) 
on June 1, 1980 and has adopted subsequent amendments; and 
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WHEREAS, the Cook County retail cigarettes tax has been at the same rate since 1997; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners wishes to raise the tax imposed upon the retail 
sale of cigarettes within Cook County in order to discourage the use of tobacco by residents of Cook 
County and to decrease the illegal consumption of tobacco by juveniles; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County expends significant resources in the treatment of tobacco related illnesses; 
and 

WHEREAS, for the protection of the public health, safety, comfort and welfare pursuant to its home rule 
authority, the Cook County Board of Commissioners chooses to amend the Retail Sale of Cigarettes Tax 
Ordinance. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
COUNTY OF COOK, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

The Ordinances and Resolutions of Cook County, Chapter 13, entitled Fiscal Matters and Taxes, is 
hereby amended as follows: 

Section 2. Tax Imposed - Stamps - Tax Collection

hereby imposed upon all cigarettes possessed for sale and upon the use of all cigarettes within the County 
of Cook, the ultimate incidence of and liability for payment of said tax to be borne by the consumer of 
said cigarettes.

PREAMBLES 

WHEREAS, Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois provides that “a 
County which has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of the County...(is) a Home Rule 
Unit” and The County of Cook, Illinois (the “County”) has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the 
electors of the County and is therefore a Home Rule Unit and may, under the powers granted by said 
Section 6(a) of Article VII of said Constitution of 1970, exercise any power and perform any function 
pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, appropriation of funds is a necessary annual function of government; and 

WHEREAS, the County will close out its accounts as of November 30, 2003, and render an account and 
make settlements with the County for the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2003: 

NOW THEREFORE, at a meeting convened on October 30, 2003 and concluded on February 24, 2004, Comment [VIPI]: Per Betty Murray 

Be It And It Is Hereby Resolved by the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook, Illinois as 

follows: 


RESOLUTION AND ANNUAL 
APPROPRIATION BILL FOR THE 
FISCAL YEAR 2004 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK COUNTY: 

Section 1. That the Board of Commissioners of Cook County (the “County Board”) hereby finds that all 
recitals contained in the preambles to this resolution are full, true and correct and does 
incorporate them into this resolution by this reference. 

Section 2. That the County Board, hereby establishes and ordains Fiscal Year 2004 as commencing on 
December 1, 2003 and concluding on November 30, 2004. 
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Section 3. That this Resolution be and the same is hereby termed the “Annual Appropriation Bill” of the 
County of Cook for Fiscal Year 2004. The Estimates of Current Assets and the Revenues of 
the Fiscal Year 2004 Available for Appropriation, and the amounts appropriated and the 
objects and purposes thereof, are as specified in the following: Executive Budget 
Recommendations for Fiscal Year 2004, Volumes I and II, as amended; Estimate of Revenue 
and Available Resources for Fiscal Year 2004, as amended, and all reports submitted to the 
County Board pursuant to Section 20 of this Resolution. 

Section 4. That the amounts herein set forth be and the same are hereby appropriated for Fiscal Year 
2004. 

Section 5. That the salaries or rates of compensation of all officers and employees of the County, when 
not otherwise provided by law, shall be governed and administered by the compensation 
plans in force and effective in the Fiscal Year 2004 Appropriation Bill. Amounts actually 
paid may vary due to rounding based upon the payroll automated system rounding 
conventions, which is anticipated not to exceed plus or minus 20 cents per pay period. 

Section 6. That whatever appropriations for salaries or wages of any office or place of employment are 
supported by a detailed schedule, all expenditures against such appropriations shall be made 
in accordance with such schedule subject to modification by direction or approval of said 
position and classification plan, and no payroll item shall be approved by the Comptroller of 
the County (the “Comptroller “) or paid by the County Treasurer of the County (the 
“Treasurer”) for a sum exceeding the amount shown in said schedule, or modified schedule, 
except for rounding and except that the County Board may direct the proper Officials of The 
County of Cook to expend all or any portion of the appropriation herein contained reserved 
for adjustments in wages of employees, when approved by the County Board. 

Section 7. That, only employees on the 110 and 126 accounts are eligible for employee benefits not to 
exceed amounts commensurate with their appointments when employed in less-than full-time 
status (except that employees on other accounts shall be eligible for pension benefits to the 
extent provided by statute) and that to provide benefits to persons on leave from County 
service without interruption, all such employees shall be carried in zero-pay status on the roll 
from which they were granted leave. If it becomes necessary to hire a temporary replacement 
during the absence of employees on leave, the 126 account shall be used for this purpose. 
However, only employees on 130 and 155 accounts will receive benefits that have such 
provisions in their contract or employment agreement. The Director of Budget and 
Management Services is hereby authorized to transfer amounts between the 110, 126, 129, 
130, 133 and 155 accounts where necessary to support salaries for employees carried on these 
accounts. The Director of Budget and Management Services is authorized to make necessary 
transfers to the 110 account from the 115, 119 and other related accounts to cover salaries and 
wages consistent with pay plans approved by the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 
That the Director of Budget and Management Services is also authorized to transfer amounts 
from the 110 account to the 289 account for members of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners not to exceed the position salary available for this purpose. 

Furthermore, to the extent that employees carried on accounts other than the 110 and 126 
accounts receive fringe benefits paid for by the county, the county comptroller is hereby 
authorized to reimburse amounts not to exceed the cost of the benefits from the account on 
which the employee is carried to the requisite fringe benefit accounts where insufficient funds 
are available in the departments’ fringe benefit accounts to support said payments. 
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Section 8. That the Elected Officials, Heads of departments, offices, institutions or bureaus of the 
County, are hereby prohibited from incun-ing any liability against any account in excess of 
the amount herein authorized for such account without securing the prior approval by the 
Board of Commissioners for the pledging of appropriate unencumbered balances for 
subsequent transfer as provided for by the Board of Commissioners. That the Elected 
Officials, Heads of Departments, Office Institutions or Bureaus of the County are also hereby 
prohibited from offering employment chargeable to accounts 110, 126, 129, 130, 133 and 155 
without obtaining Budget and Management Services’ validation that funds are available. 
Budget and Management Service’s validation of funds available for the purpose of position 
control shall include the combined 110 account (net of turnover adjustments) and the 119 
account provisions for step increases. In those instances where Budget and Management 
Services has determined that an Elected Official’s or Bureau Chiefs annualized payrolls will 
exceed the turnover requirement for the next funding period, for purposes of position control 
funds will be considered to be not available. 

Section 9. That persons residing on accounts designated as Extra Employees 126, 129, 130, 133, and 
155 must subscribe to classification descriptions as outlined in Appendix B. Appointments to 
130 positions are limited to new programs or emergencies that were not anticipated during 
the budget process. New appointments to 130 positions must be authorized for 110 funding in 
the next fiscal year or the position will be deleted at year-end. 

Section 10. That there are hereby created internal service accounts for purpose of consolidating payments 
to a single vendor for goods and services rendered to the various departments of county 
government into which the County Comptroller may from time to time make transfers from 
corresponding amounts budgeted to each agency. Payment of claims, premiums and other 
associated costs may be made directly from these internal service accounts. Each month, the 
County Comptroller shall report to the Finance Committee all transfers made pursuant to this 
section. 

Section 11. That an allowance for the indemnity portions of workers’ compensation, including payments 
for total temporary disability (TTD) and permanent partial disability (PPD), shall be charged 
to each department’s workers’ compensation line item 172 with the exception that if a 
claimant is released to return to work light duty, and the department does not provide a light 
duty position, the indemnity portion of the charges shall be charged to the department’s 110 
salary account the first full pay period immediately following notification to the department 
of availability for light duty. 

Section 12. That, in the event the department of Facilities Management, Central Services, Comptroller’s 
Office, or Management of Information Systems performs work on behalf of and at the behest 
of another County agency, the work performed on straight time using County employees shall 
not be charged to the beneficiary agency, but for all work performed on overtime, the 
overtime differential may be charged to the beneficiary agency’s 120 account with the 
approval of the County Comptroller. 

Section 13. That there is hereby created a County-wide Equipment Committee charged with 
recommending to the President of the Cook County Board equipment to be purchased from 
the funds available. The Committee is chaired by the Director of Budget and Management 
Services and is composed of the Finance Committee Chair, the Information Technology 
Committee Chair, the Chief Financial Officer, the Chief Information Officer, a representative 
appointed by the Chief of the Bureau of Health, a representative appointed by the Sheriff and 
two representatives appointed by other Elected Officials. Elected Official appointments will 
be rotated among one large agency and one small agency annually. 
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This Committee is also charged with developing where feasible an ongoing equipment 
replacement policy for each major category of equipment used by Cook County departments, 
i.e. vehicles, computer equipment, office equipment, medical equipment, etc. 

This Committee must provide to the President its equipment recommendations each fiscal 
year for inclusion in the Executive Budget Recommendations to the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners. 

Section 14 That appropriations made to Reserve for Claims, account 826, and Workers’ Compensation, 
account 172, shall be deposited to the Self Insurance Fund during the first month of the fiscal 
year. The Self Insurance Fund shall be credited with all interest earned from Self Insurance 
Fund investments during the year. This Fund shall be charged for Workers’ Compensation, 
comprehensive general liability, and malpractice insurance claims and related expenses. 

Section 15 That Appropriation authority to procure capital equipment by Special Revenue Funds using 
short-term financing arrangements (Accounts 715 and 717) shall require repayment by the 
Special Revenue Fund over the period approved by the Chief Financial Officer. These 
repayments will be deposited annually to the 715 and 717 accounts to reinstate overall 
appropriation authority. The Chief Financial Officer may determine that lease-financing 
arrangements are most beneficial. The Director of Budget and Management Services is 
hereby authorized to transfer funds from the 713, 715 and 717 accounts to the 714 account 
where the Chief Financial Officer has determined lease financing is beneficial. 

Section 16. That appropriations for capital improvements are made by Bond Series Number (Bond 
Account) which defines the project or major project group. The Capital Planning Director 
and the Director of Budget and Management Services are authorized to define detail projects 
and allocate available appropriations to detail projects within the project, project group, or 
Bond Series Number. 

Section 17. That the Elected Officials, Heads of departments, offices, institutions or bureaus of the 
County must maintain the fixed asset inventory for assets under their custody in the County¬ 
wide Fixed Asset Inventory System. Such maintenance includes, but is not limited to, 
tagging of all fixed assets, indicating location of assets, providing asset descriptions, and 
tracking transfer or disposal of assets. 

Section 18. For the purpose of enabling the County to have in its treasury at all times sufficient money to 
meet demands thereon for ordinary and necessary expenditures and to provide temporary 
working cash advances to the Cook County Forest Preserve in an amount not to exceed $1.5 
million per year, the total of the County’s Working Cash Funds shall be maintained in the 
amount of $294,000,000 during the fiscal year 2004. Notwithstanding any provisions of the 
Illinois Compiled Statutes requiring the immediate application of ad valorem property tax 
receipts for the reimbursement of the Working Cash Funds, the Working Cash Funds shall be 
reimbursed from time to time by authority of the Finance Committee upon recommendation 
of the Chief Financial Officer, provided that (a) the amount due the Working Cash Funds 
after December 1, 2003 from all County operating funds shall not exceed $294,000,000 and 
(b) the amount due on November 30, 2004 shall be $0.00. 

The Chief Financial Officer may direct the Comptroller to make a permanent transfer not to 
exceed $25 million from the Working Cash Fund to defer future borrowing requirements for 
accounts 542, 713, 715, and 717. The Comptroller shall transfer all interest earnings from the 
Working Cash Fund to the County General Fund. Such transfers shall not be subject to the 
Annual Working Cash Repayment Resolution. 
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Section 19. That the Comptroller and the Treasurer be and are hereby authorized and directed to close the 
accounts of the County pursuant to the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2003 
and that such unexpended balances of the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2003 
be placed to the credit of each specific fund. 

Section 20. That there may be unencumbered balances in the various Fund Accounts of the County and 
other Fund Accounts that will be inadequate to pay for services already rendered because of 
unforeseen deficiencies at the time the Annual Appropriation Bill for the Fiscal Year 2003 
was passed and last adjusted; the Comptroller, Director of Budget and Management Services, 
and the Treasurer be, and are hereby authorized, to use these unexpended balances by way of 
transfers so that the deficiency may be liquidated. 

Section 21. When all accounts and books for Fiscal Year 2003 are closed and final amounts determined, 
the Comptroller shall report back to the County Board with the revised revenues, fund 
balances and balance sheets. All appropriated amounts for Fiscal Year 2003 shall be reported 
as adopted by the County Board in the Annual Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 2003 and as 
subsequently adjusted by transfers of funds. Said report shall be incorporated into the Annual 
Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 2004. 

Section 22. That the Annual Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 2004 shall be made available on the Cook 
County website at http://www.cookcountygov.com and in the Department of Budget and 
Management Services, 118 North Clark Street, Room 1100, Chicago, Illinois 60602. Copies 
of the Annual Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 2004 may be made available to the Public 
for the cost of reproduction. 

Section 23. Severability - If any section, paragraph or provision of this resolution shall be held to be 
invalid or unenforceable for any reason, the invalidity or unenforceability of such section, 
paragraph or provision shall not affect any of the remaining provisions of this resolution. 

Section 24. Repealer - All ordinances, resolutions or orders, or parts thereof, in conflict with the 
provision of this resolution are to the extent of such conflict hereby repealed. 

Section 25. Constitutional power of the County - The Resolution is adopted pursuant to the constitutional 
powers of the County as a home rule notwithstanding any provisions of the Illinois Compiled 
Statutes to the contrary. 

Section 26. As submitted in the Revenue 2004 Estimate, that the following amounts equal to three 
percent of the estimated property tax levy are hereby appropriated for Fiscal Year 2004 for 
the Funds indicated for purposes of covering the loss and cost of collecting taxes levied for 
such fiscal year and also the amounts of taxes so levied for the nonpayment of which real 
estate shall be forfeited to the State and abatements in the amounts of such taxes as extended 
upon the collectors’ books: Corporate Purposes Fund $376,387; Public Safety Fund 
$5,254,950; County Health Fund, $4,765,612; and Election Fund, $514,204. 

Section 27. Cook County pledges to its taxpayers that to the extent total revenues exceed total 
appropriations in funds supported by the property tax and other taxes, including reasonable 
balances in such funds, the excess will be abated, thereby reducing the tax bills of the citizens 
of Cook County.

1. A copy of the Application for the Grant; 

2. A summary of the grant proposal from the requesting Department; 

3. A summary of the grant from the Grantor; and 

4. Grant obligations (direct and indirect costs) to the Department and the County, including 
a projected budget for each year, if grant is multi-year. 

A grant that appears on the County Board Agenda shall include the date in which the Board 
authorized the respective department to Apply for the Grant, and the amount of grant funds 
applied for. 

With respect to grants that do not require an application process, and are automatically 
renewed by the grantor, the date in which the Board authorized the previous grant, and the 
amount granted at that time shall be included in the current request.
